3. State advised that FBO normally funds procurements 
that are incorporated into the building such as safety features 
and public access control systems. State security normally 
provides funding for site security, security research and 
development, secure conference rooms and other security needs. 
Gilliam advised that State had provided for a certain level 
of funding which would provide for security needs covered in 
the original Moscow Security Plan which the DCI and the 
NSC/SCC/CI/Working Group found unsatisfactory and which the 
SCC/CI/Working Group requested be upgraded. He advised that 
State docs not have sufficient funds to cover the security 
requirements in the upgraded Moscow Security Plan. O'Brien 
advised that he could not fund the additional_security 
requirements with currently available funds. — 25X1 

4, It was pointed out by[___]during the discussion 925x1A 
as to how funding should be handled for the additional 
security measures requested by the SCC/CI Working Group, 
that the additional security measures would benefit all 
intelligence agencies with representatives in Moscow. No 
decision was made whether any additional funding obtained 


should be channeled through State or the NFIP; however, both
